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"ANARCHY'S RULE 

IN KENTUCKY." 

Story of the Attempt of the United Mine Work 
ers to Get Control of the Hopkins 
County Field. 

(Special Correspondence of the New YorK Sun.) 



Earlington, Ky., Nov. 28.— 
What is popularly known as an- 
arcby, the anarchy of tho Herr 
Most Emma Goldmnn type which 
now and then inspires some one 
to go off and kill a President or a 
King is vastly different from the 
sort which exists in this coal- 
mining district of western Ken- 
tucky. 

The ordinary Einma Goldman 
anarchy is merely sporadic. The 
kind we have on tap here is 
chronic, a continuous perform- 
ance of murder, dynamiting and 
free and unlimited rioting. 

It has been going on as a rec- 
ognized feature of life in Hop- 
kins county for the better part of 
a year. It has produced a state 
of affairs, so far as the greatest 
industry of the county is con- 
cerned, such as might be expect- 
ed to exist in the cave-dwelling 
epoch of the development of 
man. It is a case in which peo- 
ple for their personal protection 
rely upon their individual alert- 
ness and skill in the use of weap- 
>ns. 

So far as the law's maintaining 
the peace and security of men 
going about their ordinary voca- 
tions is concerned, that went by 
the board long ago. Bands of 
armed Anarchists, murderers and 
dynamiters roam at their own 
sweet will about the county, 
pitching their tents like strolling 
tribes of red Indians, wherever it 
suits them best and there setting 
up their lawless tyranny. 

Up to the present time what 
few efforts have been made by 
the county and State authorities 
to put an end to this condition of 
kirs have been puerile. So far 
as they are concerned, the offic- 
ials seem to have settled down to 
a recognition of these preposter- 
ous conditions as the permanent 
social organization of Hopkius 
county. 

It is true that within the Inst 
few days there have been some 
indications that the government 
at Frankfort has some remote 
suspicion that a change in the 
order of things here might per- 
haps be an improvement. There 
is talk of again sending some of 
the State militia here. 

If this talk results in action 
and the State militia are sent it 
remains to be seen whether their 
a will be a blessing or the 
They were here a few 
weekB ago and the decent people 
of the county are not even yet 
through praying that heaven will 
deliver them from such another 
visitation. 

With the exception of a few 
instances, in which guards were 
put around property, the mission 
of the soldiers seems to have 
been to encourage tho armed ruf- 
fians who are terrorizing the 
county in the conviction that they 
are a much abused body of pious 
citizens. Details of soldiers es- 
corted their organizers and speak- 
ers from place to place and dis- 
tributed the handbills which an- 
nounced where and when the 
apostjes of anarchy would preach 
the doctrines that the managers 
of tho industrial enterprises who 
did not turn over the administra- 
tion of their affairs to the labor 
organization which this invading 
army of rioters represents, should 
be forced out of commercial ex- 
istence, and Hopkins county left 



to return to the condition 
which the original pioneers 
found it. 

Officers high in command of 
the militia, after giving in some 
instances as much as forty-eight 
hours' notice of their coming, 
visited the camps of the invaders. 
Naturally after this warning they 
found no weapons in sight. 

On the other hand they discov- 
ered only quiet and orderly 
groups of men piously thumbing 
Bibles and hymn books. They 
heard and apparently believed 
the stories told by leaders of the 
gang that they were only poor, 
inoffensive citizens forced from 
their homes by the tyranny of 
capital to live in tents like wild 
men on the hills. 

They heard and apparently 
believed also that these unfortu- 
nates were deprived of the in- 
alienable rights of free speech— 
that they were not permitted to 
go among their benighted breth- 
ren who in a blind way preferred 
to work for a living instead of 
becoming tramps and vagabonds, 
wero not permitted to go among 
them and expound to them their 
Bad pliuht. 

Tho militia officers were griev- 
ed at this melancholy state of 
affairs. They emphatically de- 
clared thar the men in the camps 
should have tho right of free 
speech if it took the entire militia 
force of Kentucky to givo it to 
them. 

Then followed the spectacle 
above mentioned of uniformed 
militiamen acting as bodyguards 
to labor agitators going about 
from one end of tho county to 
tho other trying to talk to hun- 
dreds and thousands of content- 
ed laboring men who did not 
want to hear them and would 
not listen to them. Iu the mean- 
time in other parts of the coun- 
ty the homes of laborers were 
being dynamited and riddled 
with rifle balls, decent law- 
abiding citizens wero held up on 
tho highway nnd tho structures 
about the mine openings were 
kept under a fusillade of bullets. 

Then there came the absurd 
farce of disarmament. Adjt. 
Gen. Murray urged the rioters 
in the camps to give up their 
guns and be good. He also rep- 
resented to the mine owners that, 
inasmuch as the National Guard 
would furnish all the protection 
necessary, there was no need of 
guns on their part. 

The result of this was that tl 
Adjutant General did amass 
collection of firearm curios, some 
25 or 80 in number, many of 
which apparently dated back to 
the days of Daniel Boone and 
the pioneers of Kentucky. With 
this museum of antiquities, he 
returned in triumph to Frank- 
fort, and it was proclaimed to 
the world that peace once more 
reigned in Hopkins county. 

LAW ABIDING PEOPLE EX A8PKKATKD. 

With all this fresh in mind, it 
is not surprising, perhaps, that 
people of the county who have 
vested interests at stake, as well 
as the thousands of laboring men 
here who want to go on earning 
their living and minding their 
own business, do not look upon 
this proposed second descent of 
t roup* upon the county as alto- 
gether an unmixed blessing. 

It is true that the rumor ii 



abroad that the authorities at 
Frankfort have at last been 
forced by sheer strength of pub- 
lic opinion throughout the state 
to the conviction that the 
sense must at last come to an end 
and that the armed camps must 
go. The people of Hopkins coun- 
ty, however, in view of their past 
experience, are holding their 
judgment very much in reserve 
as regards the Governor's inten- 
tions; merely saying things has 
lost all weight with them. Do- 
ing things will alone convince 
them that those whose sworn 
duty it is to maintain peace and 
order mean business. 

It seems an absurd contradic- 
tion of words tm say that nothing 
could have more completely dem- 
onstrated tho law abiding char- 
acter of the people of Hopkins 
county than the very condition 
of affaire which has so long ex- 
isted here as above in outline re- 
lated. Under provocation so con- 
tinuous and so exasperating that 
it would seem to be almost be- 
yond human endurance the peo- 
ple in not a single instance here 
have taken the law into their 
own hands. 

It is now 18 months since the 
troubles in this mining district 
in. In the last three months 
there is hardly any other term 
than that of "a hell on earth" to 
describe the situation in the min- 
ing region of the county. 

And what was calculated to 
make it still more infuriating to 
the people is the fact that this 
miserable condition of affaire 
has not been brought about by 
any domestic disturbance in the 
relations between the men who 
work in the mines and those who 
employ them. Anarchy in 
America is always an imported 
article. It is wholly and en- 
tirely an imported article in 
Hopkins county. 

IT IS IMPORTED ANARCHY. 

Tho disturbance of the peace 
here during the past eighteen 
months conies from abroad, and 
the armed bands of vagabonds 
loafers who are insolently 
atting in camps where they 
may harass decent people are in- 
vaders pure and simple. They 
were collected together from Ill- 
inois, Indiana, Ohio, other min- 
ing counties of Kentucky, and 
from Heaven knows where else 
besides, and sent here by the 
United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica as an invading foreign army, 
equipped with modern weapom 
of warfare, to force at the rifle't 
muzzle the workingmen em 
ployed in the mines of this dis- 
trict either to abandon the em 
ployment by which they earn 
their daily bread or else join the 
organization of which these ban- 
dits are the representatives. 

The whole movement is the re- 
sult of a deliberate conspiracy 
formed on April 18, 1900, and 
based on contracts duly signed, 
on the one hand by authorized 
representatives of the United 
Mine Workers of America, and 
on the other by authorized rep- 
resentatives of mining interests 
in other parts of the state which 
are themselves subject to the 
tyranny of the Mine Workers' 
union, to whose advantage it 
would be to have forced into the 
same boat with them the inde- 
pendent operators of this county, 
who have had the courage thus 
far to control their own property, 
instead of turning it over to the 
management of Mr. Mitchell nnd 
his advisory board of worthies. 

The technical legal conspiracy 
involved in this outrageous con- 
tract is so sharply and clearly 
defined that there is little doubt 
that if the matter were adjudi- 
cated on its legal merits the par- 
ties thereto would be amenable 
to severe punishment. This was 



so evident that when a new con- 
tract was made in April laat be- 
tween the same two contracting 
parties this outrageous clause 
was omitted. 

Thus far no criminal action 
has been instituted and it is not 
probable that there will be any 
steps in that direction. The St. 
Bernard Coal Company however, 
which is by far the heaviest coal 
producer in the county, brought 
suit last year against the mine 
operators in question, as well as 
the representatives of the United 
Mine Workers of America for 
damages in the sum of $100,000. 
This suit is still pending, but in- 
asmuch as the contracting par- 
ties in their covenant of last 
April ommitted the incriminat- 
ing clause, it is not certain that 
it will ever be pressed to a con- 
clusion. 

THE STRIKE CONTRACT. 

In April, 1900, when the con- 
tract between the unionized 
operators and the United Mine 
Workers of America was made, 
tho independent, non-union St. 
Bernard company was paying the 
same rate for mining, 75 cents a 
ton, in all its seven mines, which 
it had paid for years before. The 
operators who had been in with 
the union were paying 18f per 
cent, less than this. With this 
fact in mind, it is only necessary 
to read the text of the document 
itself to see how directly respon- 
sible that contract of April, 1900, 
is for the abominable state of af- 
fairs which has so long existed 
and is still existing in Hopkins 
county. The clause of the con- 
tr~-ct i«^que*tion is as follows: 
Resolved, the price for min-

William Bradley Wounded by J. 
W. Hancock in a Street Duel. 

NOT KNOWN WHO 

FIRED THE FIRST SHOT. 



Representative Elect R. B. Bradley Threat- 
ened to Shoot W. A. Nisbet. 



Madisonville, Ky., Nov. 25.— 
A very unfortunate and much 
deplored shooting affair hap- 
pened at noon in which Mr. Wm. 
Bradley, a brother of Represent- 
ative elect R. B. Bradley, re- 
ceived two painful, though it is 
not thought serious wounds. Mr. 
J. W. Hancock is the man who 
did the shooting, which occurred 
in front of the Wilkins block. 

Little Lonnie Tucker, seven 
years old, a son of Mr. Sara 
Tucker, of the White Plains 
country, and a negro boy named 
Frank Merriweather, were also 
hit by stray shots, but neither 
wound is serious. 

Owing to the unusual excite- 

ent caused by the trouble, it is 
almost impossible to get at the 
exact origin of the trouble. 

An eye witness to the shooting 
says he saw Mr. Bradley and Mr. 
Hancock standing in front of a 
saloon in the block talking, and 
noticed that they were disputing 
about something. He says Mr. 
Hancock started to pull a revol- 
ver, when Bradley covered him 
first and told him not to do that, 
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the amount already paid by th 
St. Bernard non-union mines | 

"Both parties to this agree- 
ment can see the fairness to all 
concerned of the principle of 
equalization of wages and a like 
condition in the same competi- 
tive district and, in compliance 
with this principle, it is agreed 
that, the scale of wages hereiube- 
fore fixed (at 75 cents a ton) 
shall be supplanted by a new 
scale equivalent under like con- 
ditions to any rate of wages in 
excess of this scale which the U. 
M. W. of A. may enforce uni- 
formly throughout this western 
Kentucky district, but this new 
scale in no event shall be in ex- 
cess of the Indianapolis scale of 
1900 (80 cents a ton,) and, 
further, in the event of the non- 
union miuers in this western 
Kentucky competitive district, 
representing not less than 80 per 
cent, of the normal output of 
said district, beiug on a strike, 
and closed down so that no coal 
is produced for market for thirty 
consecutive days, then shall the 
scale hereinbefore fixed be sup- 
planted by a scale of 80 cents 
per ton for mining over the dis- 
trict standard screen and the 
rates fixed in the Indianapolis 
scale of 1900 for all other labor 
take effect at the expiration of 
tho said thirty days and continu- 
ing during the period of said 
strike, shut down and non-pro- 
duction of coal." 

Here was a direct bid of a re- 
ward in the shape of an increase 
of pay amounting to five cents a 
ton provided the United Mine 
Workers of America would for 
thirty days at least crush out the 
competition of the non-union 
mines in Webster, Hopkins, and 
Christian counties. These mines 
are some twelve in number and 
their production of coal is nearly 
one third of the total coal output 
of Kentucky. 



left, and he followed me down 
the street to the hardware store." 

"I went to the store and asked 
the proprietors for a double- 
barreled shotgun to protect my- 
self with, but was refused the 
gun.

I re- 
turned the fire as soon as I could. 
He fired the first shot. I emp- 
tied my gun, and suppose he did, 
too. I tried to hit him in the 
arm, so as to disable him. I 
don't know whether he is hit or 
not. I am not shot anywhere. 
Before the shooting he called me 
all kinds of foul names. We 
had always been the very best of 
friends, and 1. regret very much 
this affair. I voted for his 
brother for the Legislature, and 
worked for his election, too. I 
am sorry it occurred." 

The pistol that is said to be- 
long to Mr. Bradley had only two 
empty cartridges in it.

When Mr. Hancock was seen 
by the reporter he was over the 
hardware store under guard. He 
made the following statement 
for publication : 

"I commenced talking to Mr. 
Bradley about his brother Pete's 
remarks in his speech at the 
courthouse the other night. 1 
told him I was Pete's friend, and 
was afraid he was injuring hira- 
Belf. 'I am a friend of his and 
also of the family, and am afraid 
he will injure the cause in the 
State as Representative,' and he 
(Bradley) said: 'Why do you 
think so?' I said: 'Why, he 
has been making remarks that 
are not appropriate to the cause 
he represents. He made a speech 
here on tho street the other night 
which I thought was not appro- 
priate to the time.' 

Then Mr. Bradley threw slurs 
at me. I said I heard him talk- 
ing to Mr. W. A. Nisbet, and he 
threw back his hand on his gun. 
Then Mr. Bradley asked why I 
did not arrest him (his brother.) 
'You're an officer,' he said. I 
told him I was no officer. 'I 
thought you were,' he said, 'you 
went to the union camp at Nor- 
tonville the other day and helped 
to serve the papers on the men 
in camp.' 'I don't care,' said I. 
'It makes no difference to me. I 
have my principles about it. 

"Then it was Mr. Bradley 
pulled his gun and threw it in 
my face. I remarked that I was 
used to those things ; had beard 
them whistle before. I th

When Judge Hall and Sheriff 
Hankins reached the camp there 
were only about 30 men in sight and 
several of these disappeared througli 
the wo ids. Others tried to escape 
but were captured. After some de- 
liberation the Judge ordered the 
tents and cainp eqtiipnge taken In 
charge. The prisoners were put li 
one tent while the other two wen 
taken down. Then it came time to 
move the campers to the train s« 
they could be taken to tbe Madisou- 
ville jail. 

The unionists, who were a crowd 
of irresponsible fellow*, seemingly 
indifferent as to whether they loafed 
in camp or were fed in jail at the 
county's expense, satd iiie.y, wool 
not go witli the officers unless tin- 
were taken by force. Tho sheri 
and his regular deputies were back 
ward about carrying out the Judge 1 
order to take the men out of the 
tent and Mr. J. B. Harlan, special 
agent for the Louisville and Nash' 
ville railroad who had gone to Nor- 
tonvllle in charge of the train and at 
Judge Hall's especial request, was 
summoned bv one of the deputy 
sheriffs to take the lead In execution 
of tho order. Mr. Harlan invited 
the men to come out of the tent. 
They refused, saying he would have 
to take them out. He entered the 
lent, picked up the biggest man in 
the bunch, who was spokesman for 
the gang, and carried him bodily to 
the wagou outside. Deputy Dick 
Bodgers picked up a dangling leg 
and assisted in the latter part of the 
Journey. The big bulloy's head was 
down and before they reached the 
wagon lie looked up at Mr. Harlan 
and said: "Cap, if you'll let me 
down I'll walk." Beturning to the 
tent the rest of its occupant* had 
changed their minds and said: "All 
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drinking. Between Morton's Gap 
nnd Oak Hill the conductor repo'rted 
riotous conduct in the smoker and 
special agents J. B. and Jeff Harlan 
went in to quiet the trouble. They 
found unionists with pistols out ter 
rorizinir the passengers and sayini 
what they would do at Nortonvlll 
as to re-establishing the camp. A 
big gun was taken away from oi e of 
these bullies by Chief Harlan, who 
was forced to knock the rowdy down 
Another one of the gang who was 
disorderly was slapped into < 
tude. Of course the usual ru 
threats were made afterward. 

Chas. Placman, a negro agitator 
and organizer who hailed from Illi- 
nois and has been operating In Hop- 
kins county for about twelve months, 
was arreRted at MadiBonville late 
this afternoon on a warrant charg- 
ing him with the felony of "banding 
and confederating together, etc, 
He went to jail In default of bond 
which was placed at $600.

Do the miners of this coal mining 
region ever consider how little their 
lives are valued In this state? A 
year or two ago $100,000 was appro- 
priated for use in discovering and 
punishing the assassin of Wm. Goo- 
bel, but not one dollar has thus far 
been set aside for the detection of 
the would be assassins of the quiet 
and orderly coal miners at Madlson- 
ville, Monarch and Providence. Im- 
partial Justice should be adminis- 
tered to all. 

We havo no doubt but that the 
gang lately arrested at Nortonville 
for treating with contempt an order 
from the county court to disperse 
and break camp, will now ap 
the role of martyrs, hoping 
to create sympathy and bring more 
donations from sister states to be 
added to the corruption fund and aid 
them to keep the wolf from the door 
a while longer. 

The demand for coke and coal in- 
creased last week and all mines are 
running full time, and with the ap- 
proach of cold weather another pros- 
perous winter is assured our miners. 

The U. M. W's., who are seeking 
recruits for their lost cause, lead 
their would be victims to believe 
that, outside of the coal region, but 
few workmen are unorganized, when 
the fact is that less than 10 percent 
of labor is organized. Thus it can 
be seen how a few would govern the 
many, for selfish purposes alone. 
The agitators here take that stand, 
working for a silver lining to their 
pockets, while their victims almost 
reach the poorhouse.

ALMOST A HOLDUP. 

But Unaccommodating Circumstances 
Only Kept a Correspondent 
Waiting. 



AND SPOILED A GOOD STORY. 

Considerable excitement and un- 
easiness was occasioned at Dawson 
Springs, St. Charles, and other 
points along the line of the Illinois 
Central railroad Tuesday night by 
the temporary loss of the fast pas- 
senger train eastbound that should 
have passed up in the afternoon. It 
is train No. 102, due at Dawson 
Springs shortly after 1 o'olock In the 
afternoon. Tuesday she was late, 
because of a wreck away down the 
road, and did not pass Dawson 
8:50 at night. Dawson is a night 
telrgraph office, but St. Charles is 
not and the train did not reach Nor- 
tonville in a reasonablo time. It is 
only eight miles from Dawson to 
St. Charles, and the chief dispatcher 
Paducah worked the long dh 
ice telephone to get the S 
Charles operator up. About 11 :J 
the St. Charles operator got to his 
key, but no train had showed up 
yet and all the telephone and tele- 
graph lines were agog. 

The St. Charles section man was 
called, but he said the fast pas- 
senger train was not due yet and 
t back to bed. People began to 
speculate about a holdup near Box- 
town and relief expeditions were 
talked of. Finally a freight train 
passed Dawson coining east and 
the wires sighed a sigh of relief. 

At 12 o'cclock, over three hours 
after the delayed train had passed 
Dawson Springs, the train with its 
sleepy load of live freight reached 
St. Charles in tow of the frelgnt that 
had found the passenger engine 
broken down ou one side about two 
miles out of Dawson and unable to 
get off her center. 

And so the few who were "next 
went to bed and the newspapor coi 
respondent who waited up for a 
scoop" did not catch a story about

Union miners were 
imported as watchers, and an induce- 
ment of free food offered to all who 
would come out on a strike. Still 
the miners refused. Then a war 
Inaugurated. The strikers took up 
arms to force the miners out. The 
miners also took up arms. A state 
of turmoil followed. The crack of 
gun became a familiar sound. Tl 
law was defied, but in all counth 
save one the lawfully constituted 
officers put a stop to the rioting. In 
this county, however, Hopkins, 
state of war still exists. The miners 
are fortified, the mines ate guarded 
and every precaution is taken to 
prevent surprise and to deieat at- 
tack. The union forces are also in 
camp and also In close reach of arms. 
A state of uffalrs such as this does 
the cause of organized labor more 
harm than a dozen lost strikes aud 
sensible union men do not approve 
of such methods. 

But aside from this, if men do not 
want to become members of the 
union they have a right to remain 
out. If the employers do not desire 
them to affiliate with a union they 
must refuse to accede to this desire 
before union forces can move to their 
assistance. But, the question oi 
union or non-union labor out of it, 
the fact is that there is a state of an- 
archy in Hopkins county. Both 
sides are armed. Murder has been 
committed and property has been 
destroyed. The authorities should 
take a hand. The armed camps 
should be broken up and order should 
be restored, so that every man may 
go and come as ho pleases in pursuit 
of work and pleasure..— Commercial

Burt Williams Found Dead Near Norton 
ville With Gunshot Wounds. 

Burt Williams, whose home is at, 
or near Underwood, a little place on 
the Illinois Ceutral Bailroad, west 
of and near Nortonville, was found 
deadlier the track of that road 
two miles west of Nortonvillo Tues- 
day morning about 8 o'clock. He 
bad been shot, the coroiier's verdict 
said, by unknowu parties. Seven 
buckshot were found to have struck 
his leftside and five entered his left 
arm. In addition there was a hole 
in his head that was thought to 
have been made by a charge of 
small shot fired at very close range. 
The theory has been advanced that 
Williams was shot from a distance 
with the heavy shot, then finished 
by his assailant, who came up to 
him after he had fallen and fired 
tbe bird shot into his head. The re- 
mains were buried yesterday at 
Salem, one mile south of Norton- 
vllle. There seems to be no clue to 
the murderer. Williams had been a 
frequenter of the Nortonvllle cainp.

Detroit, Mich., -Nov. 2d.— Twenty-six 
men nro dead, five of them unidenti- 
fied mid so terribly burned and 
blackened thut identification is ultnost 
impossible, and 24 other men arc ly- 
ing in the various hospitals of the 
city suffering from, cuts and burns 
md other injuries, all resulting from 
the explosion of one of the boilers in 
the Penberthy Injector Co.'s large 
plant at Abbott street and Rrook- 
lyn arenue, at 0:30 this forenoon. 

In addition to these a dozen or 
more of the employes who suffered 
comparatively slight injuries were 
taken directly to their homes. 

Twenty-five men and boys have not 
as yet been located either at their 
homes or nt the hospitals. The ten 
unidentified bodies account for ten 
of these, and the officers of the com- 
pany say they feel positive that the 
major portion of the remaining 15 
are, by night, nt their homes. 

To-night a great force of men is 
searching the ruins by electric light, 
and the work will not be stopped un- 
til every foot of the debris has been 
examined. 

The dreadful crash came without 
the slightest, warning. Those in the 
front building said it seemed like the 
concussion of an immense cannon. 
The floors and roof of the rear build- 
ing bulged upward and then crashed 
down with their heavy loads of ma- 
chinery and foundry apparatus. 

Windows in houses for a block 
around were broken by the concus- 
sion and flying bricks filled the neigh- 
Mring v.irtls. A dense cloud of dust 
arose, and as it settled and was suc- 
ceeded by denser clouds of *moke 
and steam, ncronized cries began to 
come from the heap of tangled wood, 
metal and bricks. Those who were 
only partly buried frantically, dug 
themselves out, and then as energet- 
ically turned to digging for their 
comrades who were buried deeper.

Thk New York Sun has had 
for some days a special corres- 
pondent in Hopkins county, who 
was detailed from New York to 
report the mining situation. He 
has been reporting fully the daily 
happenings and has made an ex 
haustive study of conditions ex- 
isting here and the things that 
have led up to the present state 
of anarchy in Hopkins county, 
After a long period of uninter- 
rupted peace and contented pros- 
perity at the non-union mines of 
this coal field. We publish on 
the first page of this issue a por- 
tion of one of this correspond- 
ents' papers on the subject and 
shall follow it up in future is- 
sues with other parts of this 
special correspondence. It is in- 
teresting and valuable because it 
is the result of careful study and 
investigation by an able repre- 
sentative of one of America's 
greatest newspapers. 



Delaware, in order to secure pro- 
tection for its employes in pur- 
suit of their labor and to shield 
its property and its business from 
the depredations of the United 
Mine Workers of America, has 
attracted wide attention and 
elicited no little comment from 
press and people. This is not 
surprising, for the Kt. Bernard 
Goal Company is not only the 
pioneer coal mining concern of 
the greatest mining county in 
Kentucky, but is the largest min- 
ing company in the State. The 
beginnings of this company's op- 
erations were the dawn of Hop- 
kins county's industrial develop- 
ment, and, with the growth of 
this concern and the springing 
up of other mines, the county 
has come np to an enviable place 
as one of the wealthiest and most 
prosperous counties in the State. 
As an indication of the growth 
of this comern and the conse- 
quent increase in the number of 
its employes and in the money 
paid in wages, the following fig- 
ures are sufficient : 
- In 1871, the year in which the 
St. Bernard began operations at 
Earlington, the producfc*of its 
mines was only 104,201 bushels.

the part of the competitive coal 
operators, if they succeeded 
doing so, and second, there was 
the very important point that 
Mr. Mitchell's organization was 
very far from controlling the 
mining industry of this State un- 
less he had this district under his 
domination. 

In other words Hopkins coun- 
ty became the strategic point in 
the war which was to determine 
whether persons and corpora- 
tions owning mining property in 
the State should themselves con- 
trol that property, or whether its 
control should be handed over to 
Mi-. Mitchell and the wholly ir- 
responsible organization of which 
he is the head. These two facts 
are sufficient to explain what 
otherwise might seem almost in- 
comprehensible, and that is the 
absolutely reckless desperation 
with which the attack upon the 
mining industries of this county 
has been conducted. 

It is, in fact, a life-and-death 
struggle in which the United 
Mine Workers have engaged, of 
which the result means either 
that unionism does or does 
not control the coal business 
of the entire State of Ken- 
tucky. With this fortress of 
non-unionism in Hopkins county 
standing out adamant against 
this rule, absolutely free through 
a long series of years from strikes 
or any semblance of strikes, pay- 
ing a higher average rate of 
wages than has held in neighbor- 
ing coal mining regions, its min- 
and laborers prosperous and 
contented, ^rafortftJ)l& Jioroa^ 
passing into their hands, their 
savings bank deposits and their 
credits with the company con- 
stantly growing, model condi- 
tions of thrift, Bobriety and or- 
derly living, subject to no union 
committee tyranny, sure of con- 
tinuous employment uninter- 
rupted by strikes, growing per- 
haps out of troubles in remote 
parts of the country with which 
they have no concern — with this 
fortress representing so much 
that was abhorrent to union ideas 
in his rear, Mr. Mitchell's inva- 
sion and conquest of Kentucky 
was a failure.

1 have lived in 
Hopkins county before there was 
a corporation in it; when fifty 
cents was considered a good price 
for a day's work, and it was not 
often that even that could be ob- 
tained. A farmer could raise 
nothing but tobacco that would 
bring him any ready money and 
that had to bo hauled to Hender- 
son at an expense of fifty cents 
per hundred, for very few farm- 
ers wero able to own wugons.

We answer, far less so. Then 
why this change ? The earth was 
just as full of coal then as now, 
our forest was just as full of tim- 
ber and far more so. Why was 
not the coal interest developed? 
Because no man possessed sufli 
cient capital to do so. 

Corporations were formec 
railroads built, coal mines open 
ed, furnishing transportation for 
our productions and constant em- 
ployment for all who desire to 
work at a price Far in advance of 
anything heretofore, and what is 
the result? Money is plentier 
and easier to get, improved farm- 
ing utensils at a cheaper rate on- 
nablingthe farmer to accomplish 
the work of many days in a few. 
Every farmer has his owu 
wagon aud buggy, they live in 
better nouses and are better 
dressed, their houses are better 
furnished, 6et better tables, their 
children are better educated than 
formerly. Corporations pay a 
large portion of our tax thereby 
decreasing our tax. Then why 
condemn corporations? What 
harm have they ever done to the 
country? 1 defy any one to 
point to a single instance in 
which corporations have been a 
disadvantage. I am a poor man, 
I do not own any interest in a 
corporation nor do 1 expect to. 
I think that it is time for tho 



poor man to say to the little six 
by four politicians who profess 
so much love for us and our in- 
terests that we propose to exam- 
ine into matters for ourselvcsand 
dismissing all prejudice from our 
minds we will act for the best 
interest of all and I am satisfied 
when you do this you will see 
our country more prosperous than 
ever before. Let corporations 
come and build our railroads and 
factories, open coal mines and 
thereby furnish employment to 
our unemployed, take my word 
for it, our country will prosper 
as it has never prospered before. 
On the other hand, if you meet 
them with frowns and throw 
every conceiyable obstacle in 
their way, by shooting at their 
employes, burning and destroy-

1. "He led the flock to the hack side of 
the desert and came to the mountain of 
God, to Horeb." According to Acta rii, 
23, 30, Moses was now 80 years of age, 
baring spent 40 years in Egypt and 40 
years with Jethro as shepherd. His shep- 
herd life reminds us of Abel and Jacob, 
David and other shepherds of the Bible, 
each of whom In some way suggests to us 
the Good, Great, ChJef Shepherd (John 
x, 11, 14; Heb. xill. 20; I Pet. v. 4). who 
•area us, works in us His will and will 
reward us at His appearing. The shep- 
herd life is of necessity a lonely life, a 
life apart from the world and its ways 
and gives great opportunity for fellow- 
ship with God. Horeb is again called the 
mountain of God in I Kings zix, 8, In 
connection with Elijah's Tisit to it. It is 
mentioned in Mai. It, 4, as the place 
where God gave Moses the law, the stst 
utes and judgments and in Ex. zix is 
called Sinai. In verse 12 of our lesson 
God told Moses that after he had brought 
the people out of Egypt they would serve 
God upon that mountain. In Ex. xvil, (i, 
we read that there Jehovah gave them 
water from the rock that they might 
drink. The events associated with Horeb 
and Sinai give a most profitable Bible 
study, as do all the mountain stories of 
the Bible, such as Carmel, Olivet, etc 

2. "And the angel of tbo Lord app 

ed unto him with flame of fire out of . 

midst of a bush." The Lord our God 
is a consuming fire, • jealous God (Dcut. 
Iv, 24). He desires His people wholly for 
Himself that He may bless them to the 
full. He consumes in His people only 
that which hinders their true happiness. 
They, like the bush, are not consumed 
any more than Daniel's friends were con- 
sumed iu the furnace, which burned only 
their bonds and set them free to walk 
, with the Son of God. The phrase in the 
bleasing upon Joseph, "the good wUI of 
Him that dwelt in the bush" (Deut.

A deep sou 
of unworthiness is nn uccompanimeut of 
a revolution of God (Job xlii, 5, 6; Isa. 
ri, 5; Dan. x, 8; Luke v, 8; Bev. I, 
God revealed Himself to Moses at 
God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, the 
God not of the dead, but of the living 
(Math, xxii, 32). He told Moses to soy 
to Israel, "I am bath sent me unto you" 
(verse 14); I am that I am. He is Jeho- 
vuh who changes not; Jesus Christ the 
same yesterday, today and forever (Mai. 
Ui, 0; Heb. xlii, 8). Men pass away from 
earth and great changes come, but He 
continues, and every purpose of His shall 
be performed lit His appointed time. 

7, 8. "I have surely seen and have 
heard, for I know their sorrows, and I 
am come down to deliver them and to 
bring tbera unto a good land." Note care- 
fully the whole of these two verses, that 
which He sees and hears and knows and 
that which He will do for His name's 
sake. Every child of God may take com- 
fort from these assurances: Whatever be 
your sorrows or your circumstances He 
sees and bears and kuows, and if He 
permits bard things to continue it is be- 
cause the best time for His deliverance 
has not yet come. "As for God His way 
is perfect, and He r.iakcth our way per- 
fect" (Ps. xviii, 30, 32). and He will nev

9. 10. "Come now. therefore, and I will

In and through Moses, and this Is the 
lesson we are k> slow to learn-that "it is 
God who wortcth in us, both to will and 
to do of His good pleasure" (Phil. il. 13; 
•Heb. xiii, 21). Be worketb all things ac 
cording (o the counsel of His own will 
j(Epb. I, 11), «nd faith just allows God to 
iwork and quietly abides with Him for 
His pleasure. What an honor Is confer- 
red opon us when He selects any one of 
us to work through. 

11, 12, "Certainly I will be with thee. 
I have sent thee." Moses did not under- 
stand. He has his shoes on at once and 
'asks, "Who am I that I should go unto 
jPharaoh and that I should bring forth 
.the children of Israel?" Bee him also in 
[Num. xl, 22; xx, 10, and you see at a 
glance that his shoes are on. He Is 
Jthinking of himself, not of God. The

power of God, yet we hear him objecting 
[and refusing, although God said, "I will 
be with thy mouth and teach thee what 
thou sbalt say" (Iv, 12), so that finally 
God gives him his brother Aaron to be 
his spokesman or prophet (ir, 14-10; vil, 
1, 2).

Thanksgiving should have, a very 
prominent place In our Christian lives. 
We are enjoined liy the word of God 
to engage In many religions duties, 
such as prayer, study, meditation, bat 
to none of these duties Is that of 
thanksgiving placed second. God's 
word throughout calls upon us to praise 
the Lord, to exalt Ills name at all 
times and "In everything to give 
thanks." The religious history of the 
world Illustrates to us very clearly tho 
naturalness and appropriateness of 
thanksgiving to God. Nature as well 
as Scripture enforces the duty of 
thanksgiving. The first forms of wor- 
ship among all nations were altars and 
sacrifices, the purpose of which was to 
express thanksgiving to God for some 
recognized blessing. "It is ns tho giv- 
er of benefits that man seems first to 
have recognized God. One of the ear- 
liest forms of religion was sun wor- 
ship, nnd the reason for selecting the 
suu as the object of religious regard 
was the manifest fact that from the 
snn man derives so many and such 
great blessings.
